The siege began, the communique said, after the Chi- 
nese recaptured “numerous strategic” points in which they 
inflicted 300 casualties in the Japanese ranks. 

The communique said the Japanese suffered more than 


100 casualties when they recaptured strategic points near 
Hsishan and Wanshouking in the same general area.

“In my book,” said Kournakoff,

We want it 
in any form—old tires, old rubber rain- 
coats, old garden hose, rubber shoes, 
bathing caps, gloves—whatever you have 
‘that is made of ane the President 


Said. 

The other part of the President's appeal 
is to cut the use of automobiles and make 
the tires last. 


In the meantime, the President assured 


the country, the development of synthetic 


rubber will be speeded. And the whole 
country expects that the government will 
take resolute steps to sweep away all 
monopolistic obstacles in the way of a speedy 
development of synthetic rubber production. 

The Daily Worker trusts that its readers 
will recognize the urgency of the President’s 
appeal and make the two weeks count to a 
maximum of old rubber. Leaders of unions 
and other organizations should particularly 
impress the urgency of the appeal upon their 
members.

7 Naval Professor Writes 


This year, 1942, is the year for attack on Hitler, 
-Meclares Capt. H. W. Underwood, professor of Naval 
Science at the University of Texas. His conclusions are 
stated in an article which appeared recently in the Uni- 
versity’s daily paper, a portion of which appeals below. 
This determines our vital front in 1942. It 
in Russia, more properly in South Russia. 
course of history, in our time, may well 
decided in Russia during the next few 


months. 


The Russians know this. They also know 
the great advantage which lies with the gen- 
eral who holds and exercises the initiative— 
the offensive. Thus far Marshal Timoshenko 
has been much smarter and more direct than 
his German opponent. The initial German 
effort was only to clear up the flank of the 
Crimea, because no sustained movement can 
be made through the Crimean peninsula 
across the Black Sea into the Caucasus. Timo- 
shenko struck West with full force where he 
knew the issue must eventually be fought 
and settled. That is, between Kharkov and 
the Black Sea. The Russian offensive has 
preceded the German and with magnificent 
@ffect. The German is forced back onto the 
defensive and the valuable stepping off area 
which he held will probably be taken from 
him. At most Hitler's plans for 1942 may be 
defeated by decisive victory on the present 
front alone. At the very least he will be set 
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back and delayed and much of his force de- 
stroyed or weakened. Time flies, summer is 
not too long. 

For our part the supply lines to Russia must 
be kept open. In the North Atlantic to Mur- 
mansk and Archangel; in the South Atlantic 
to the Persian Gulf. 


The air campaign to destroy his supply 
sources must be heavy and unremitting. Any 
second front, using whatever force we can 
muster in 1942, would be of immense value. 


Even if we lost such a campaign we could 


still accomplish a threefold purpose: (1) to 
increase the strain on German resources; (2) 
to bring them to the realization that they again 
face the thing they most dread, a two-front 
war and, (3) direct aid to Russia by divert- 
ing strong German forces away from the Rus- 
sian front. This would also stop Hitler from 
taking the offensive in any area outside of 
Russia. It would restore the initiative to us 
and it would demonstrate to the German peo- 
ple that American might is a reality now, not 
just a future threat. 

The second front in Europe and the con- 
tinuous air raids on industrial Germany con- 
tribute towards and harmonize with the meas- 
ures that are necessary to defeat the U-boat 
campaign in the Atlantic.

FDR’s Executive Order Violated

Many branch offices of the United 
States government in New York 
City are not carrying out the Presi- 
dent’s Executive Order 8802 against 
job discrimination, the National 
Association for the Advancement of

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The Old South Is 
Changing Under the 
Impact of This War 


By Eugene Gordon 


There are whites in the South who will 
stand in a bus or street car rather than as- 
sert their rights and take Negroes’ seats, 
They stand with something of an air of de- 
fiance, as if daring to show they are against 
kicking Negro people around. 

This is the situation in New Orleans, 
wholly amazing to persons who haven't 
traveled in the South or who remember it 
as they knew it years ago: 

Negro and white officials of labor unions 
are generally accepted as a matter of course, 
The Transport Workers Union, the National 
Maritime Union, the Warehouse Workers 


_ Union—all these and other CIO outfits have 


mixed staffs on the basis of equality. And 
nobody thinks it strange. They are accus- 
tomed to just as are progressive organ- 
izations in New York. 
THE TRANSPORT UNION 

The Transport Workers Union in New 
Orleans has a Negro secretary. He handles 
all money and pays all wages. The union’s 
Negotiating committee is mixed Negro and 
white. 

Abner W. Berry, Communist Party or- 
ganizer for Harlem who has just returned 


from a trip South, tells the story of these. 


remarkable changes in relations between Ne- 
groes and whites. With reference to the 
mixed negotiating committee, he says: 

“The employers sometimes try to avoid 
negotiating with the committee, because of 
ite Negro members. They don’t get any- 
where with their opposition, though. The 
white members tell the employers that there 
can’t be any negotiating without the full 
committee and that if the Negro members 
are absent the committee can’t function.” 

Mr. Berry spoke on an “I Am An Amer- 
ican Day” program in Birmingham. His 
audience was made up of Negro trade union- 
ists and church people. 

Wherever he went, he says, he observed 
“the developing struggle of the two tenden- 
cies which have always dominated the life 
of the South.” 


TRACES CHANGES 


“On one side of this struggle, years ago, 
was the slave-holding clique, represented to- 
day by the strong economic forces connected 
with the cotton economy. The two tenden- 
cies are strongest in the cotton belt.” 

Historically, Berry says, the old reaction- 
ary, cotton-belt tendency was represented by 
John C. Calhoun. 

“On the other hand, there were forces— 
represented by Jackson, Jefferson and their 
kind—which based themselves on the fron- 
tiersmen, the free Negroes, the backwoods- 
men, and elements who fought the slave 
holders continuously, although always de- 
feated.” 

The “spiritual descendants” of these two 
opposing forces—the forces of Calhoun and 


the forces of Jefferson and Jackson — the 


“spiritual descendants” of the frontiersmen, 
backwoodsmen and free Negroes, are today 
the shipyard workers, the miners, the oil 
workers, the men and women on production 
lines, the soldiers, the sailors. 


A SPIRIT OF CHALLENGE 


“The impact of this world-wide anti-fas- 
cist struggle is awakening the spirit of chal- 
lenge among the progressives of the South,” 
Berry says. “They see a kinship between 
those Southerners who would impede the 
anti-fascist war and those Southerners who 
have always stood in the way of progress.” 

Reverting to Negro-white relations in New 
Orleans, Mr. Berry said that most teamsters 
and bricklayers are Negroes. The teamsters 
belong to the Transport Workers Union. 
There are any number of Negro railroad fire- 
men, switchmen, signalmen, brakemen and 
towermen. There are also some Negro en- 
gineers on the freights, especially for short 
hauls. In New Orleans, also, he said, Negro 
intellectuals are accepting the leadership and 
authority of the labor movement. 


LABOR S INFLUENCE 


He said, with reference to the Southern 
people's attitude toward the war: 

Where there is no labor movement down 
there and where the cotton economy domi- 
nates the people's lives, there you'll find in- 
difference on the part of both the whites and 
the Negroes. This indifference to the anti- 
fascist war is a result of the social oppres- 
sion both of the people (Negro and white) 
and of the labor movement.” 

But where there is a strong labor move- 
ment in the South, he declared, and where 
there is an active Communist Party, the 
people’s hope seems boundless.

Louis Gets Thundering Ovation Afte

In spite of intermittent rains and an overcast sky 

that threatened all afternoon, over 25,000 fans piled into 
the Polo Grounds yesterday to witness one of the strangest 
sports shows ever seen anywhere at any time. 
The famous field of the Polo Grounds was laid out 
fantastically as space was made for all the different events 
and stars who appeared. Unlike other shows of the kind, 
‘not one of the previously scheduled stars failed to show up 
and artistically the show was a roaring success, the fans 
and athletes alike being in a festive, friendly mood and
